Vnited States Department of 
Commerce to issue the following 
order, which came ir’o effecs on 

anuary 12, 1922:—~ When the 
Collector of Customs musters the 
crew on any vessel. either upon 
his own motion or upon the swom 
information of any reputable 
citizen, for the purpose of dater- 
mining that 75 per cent. of the 
ctew in each depertment is able 
to undarstand any order given by 
the officers of such vessel, this 
Department is of the opinion that 
& dermonstration of such under. 
standing shall be mada in the 
presence of the Collector of Cus- 
toms or hia authorized ropres- 


‘jentative, and if the investigation 


is made upon the sworn informa- 
tion of m reputable citizan, the 
said informant may be prasentif 
he so desires. To determine the 
fact of understanding, this De- 
partment is of the opinion that . 


_| shareholders, 


the law requires tha’ orders be 
given to the individual memberx 
of a crew by the office-s of 
the ship, and in the Ianguszoe 
ordinarily and customarily used 
by such officers in navigat- 
ing and operating the ship. 
’ The orders shontd be given 
directly by the officers to each 
member of the crew, and not 
through an interpreter or inter- 
pretera; signs, gestures or signals 
should not be used io making the 
test. The Collectorof Customs or 
his representative should suggest
